already ſufficiently eſtabliſh'd. _ | 

This, Sir, were an Argument moſt proper for you to 
manage,un reſpect off your great. abilities, agd the long 
friendſhip you”maintain'd with him. But you have an 
obſtinate averſion from publiſhing any of your Writings. 
I gueſs what pretence you have for it, and that you are 
confirm'd in this reſolution by the prodigious multitude 
and imperfeQtions of Us Writers of this Age. I will not 
now diſpute, whether you are in the right, though Iam 
confident you would: contribute more to our reforma- 
tion by your example,than reproofs. But however,ſecing 
you perfiſt in your purpoſe, and have refus'd to adorn 
even this very ſubjze&, which you love ſo well; I beg 
your afliſtance while Imy ſelf undertake it. This I do 
with the greater willingneſs, becauſel believe there isno 
man,who ſpeaks of Mr. Cowley, that can want either mat- 
ter or words. I only- therefore intreat you to give me 
| leave to make you a party in this Relation, by ufing your 
Name and your Teſtimany. For by this means,though 
the memory of our Friend ſhall not be delivercdto po- 
ſterity, with the advantage of your Wit,which were moſt 
to be defir'd ; yet his praiſe will be. ſtrengthen'd by the 
conſent of your tlgmdatn the authority of your ap- 
probation.

_ © In the thirteenth year of hisage there came forth a lit- 
tle .Book-under his Name, in which there were many 
chings that might well become the vigourand force of a 


manly Wit. The firſt beginning of his Studies, was a fa- 


miliarity with the moſt ſolid and unaffeted Authors of 
Antiquity,which he fully digeſted not only in his memo- 
ry but his judgment. By this advantage he learnt no- 
thing while a Boy, that he needed to forget orforſake, 


when he came to be a man. His mind was rightly ſeaſon'd 


at firſt; and he had nothing to do,, bue Rill to'proceed 
on the fame Foundation on which he began. ' | 
| He was wont to relate, that he had this defe& in his 
memory at that time,that his Teachers could never bring 


it to retain the ordinary Rules of Grammar. However 


he ſopply'd that want, by converſing with the Books 
themſelves, from whence thoſe Rules hadl been Jrawn. 
That ng doubt was abetterway,though much more dif. 
ficult, 'apd he afterwards foiind this benefit by ir, that 


having fot the Greek and Roman Langnages, as he had 
done'his own, notby precept bur ufe, he praQis'dthein;. 


nor as'x'Scholar'but'a Native. - 4 


Wirth theſe extraordinary:hopes he was remov'd to 
Trinity Colledgein Cambriige,where by the progreſs and 
continuance of his Wit,  tt' appear'd that «wo things 
were join'd 1n it, which ſeldom meet together,that it was 
both early-ripeand laſting. ' This brought hint inro'the 
love and eſtcem"of the moſt eminent nhembers of chat 
famons Society, arid principally of your Uncle Mr. Fo- 
therby,whole favours he ſinceabundantly acknowledg'd; 
when his Benefa&br had'quite forgot the obligation. His 
Exetclifes of all kinds, are f5ltremeinibred in char Uni- 
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ve rlity with oreat applauſe, 8 with this particular praiſe, 


that.they were not only fit for the obſcurity of an Acade- 
mical life, but to have been ſhown on the true Theater 
of the World. | There it was that before the twentieth 
year of his Age, he laid the defign of divers of his moſt 
Maſculine Works, that he finiſh'd longafter. In which 
I know not whether I ſhould moſt commend,that amind 


ſo young ſhould 'conceive ſuch great things, . or. that it 


ſhoulÞbe ab!leto perfeQ them with ſuch felicity. 

The firſt occaſion of his entring into bufineſs, was the 
Elegy that he writ on Mr. Herweys Death ;| wherein he 
deſcribed the higheſtCharaQers of Religion, Knowledge, 
and Friendſhip, in an. Age when moſt other men ſcarce 
begin to learn them. This brought him into the acquain- 
tance of Mr. Fohn Hervey, the Brother of his deceaſed 
Friend, from whom he received many Offices of kind- 
neſs through the whole courſe of his life,and principally 
this, that by bis means he came into the ſervice of my 
Lord St. Albans. | ; 

When the Civil War broke out, : his affeQion tothe 
Kings Cauſe drew:him to Oxford,aſſoon as it began tobe 


_ the chief ſeat of the Royal Party. Inthat Univerſity be 


proſecuted the ſame Studies witha like ſucceſs. Norin 
the mean time was he wanting to his duty in the. War it 
ſelf, for he was preſent and in ſervice in ſeveral of the 
Kings Journeys and Expeditions. By theſe occafions and 
the report of his high deſerts, he ſpeedily grew familiar 
to the chief men of the Court and the Gown, whom the 
Fortune of the War had drawn together. And particu- 
larly, though he was then very young, he had the-entire 
friendſhip of my Lord Falkland one of the Principal Se- 
cretaries of State. That afteGion was contracted by the 
agreement of their'Learning and Manners. For you may 
remember,. Sir, we have often heard, Mr. Cowley admire 
him, not only for the profoundneſs of his Knowledge, 
which was applauded by all the world, butmore eſpeci- 
ally for thoſe qualicies which be himſelf more regarded,

During the. heat of the Civil War, he was {ctled in 


 my'Lord-St. Albans.

Upon 
this wandring condition of the moſt yigorous part of his 
life,he was wont to refleQ,asthe cauſe of the long inter-. 
ruption of his Studies... 'Yet we lave no reaſon to think. 
that he loſt ſo great a ſpace of Time, if we confider in 
what buſineſs heemploy'd his baniſhment. © He was ab- 
ſent from his native Countrey above. twelve years;which 
were: wholly. ſpent either in bearing a ſhare in the di- 
Areſſes ofthe Royal Famtrly,or in labouring in their Af- 
fairs. To this ,purpole he performed: ſeveral dangerous. 
journeys into: Jerſey, Scotland, Flantlers, Holland, or wher- 
ever elſe the Kings Troubles r equir'd his attendance. But. 
the chicf Teftjmony of his Fidelity, was the laborious ſer- 
vice he underwent in. maintaining. the conſtant corre> 
ſpondence between the.late King & the Queen,his Wife. 
In that weighty Truſt he behaved himſelf with indefati- 
gable integrity;and unluſpeRed ſecrecy.For he.cypher'd 
and decypher'd with his, own hand, the greateſt part of 
all the Letters that paſſed between their: Majeſties, and 
 manageda vaſt Intelligence in many other parts : which 
for fonie yeats together took upall his days, - and two or 
three nights extry weeks; 
At length:upon his preſent Majeſties removal out of 
France,and the\Queen-Mothers ſtaying behind,the buſi= 
nefs of that nature paſſed of courſe: into- other hands. 
Then i. waz.theught fie by thoſe. on whom he depended, 
that he ſhould come over ito England, and under pre- 
eexice! of privaty and retirement; ſhould take occaſion of 
giving notice afthe poſture of things in this Nation. Up. 
omhis return: ht found: his Country ,groaning under the 
oppreſſion of an 'unjuſt Ulſurpation. And he:ſoon feltthe = 
effe&s of 1t.- For: while he lay bid in London, he was ſeiz'd 
on by a miſtake, the ſearch having been intended after 
another-Gentleman, of- conſiderable note in the Kings 
Party. Beingimade a:Priſoner, he was often examined 
before the:Ulyrpers, ' who tryed. all imaginable ways 
romake him feryiceableto their ends. That courſe not 
prevailing, he'was committea#to a ſevere reſtraint ; and 
-fexxce at Jaſt obtained his liberty upon'the hard terms of 
a'Thouſahd-pound Bail; which burden Dr. Scarborough

their Eyes : where a Rock, a Precipice;or ariftig Wave, 
15 often more delightfut hana ſmooth, even ground, of 
a caln'Sea. Where the tmacter required i ic, he was as gen- 
tle as'any mati.' But whete. higher Virtues were chiefly 
to be regarded, ' an' exa@ numetoſity was pot then his 
main care. Thiswnay ferve to anſwerthofe who upbraid 
ſome'of his Pieces with ronghneſs, and with more con- 
tracions than: tliey are willing: to aflow. But theſe Ad- 
mirers of gentleneſs without ſinews” ſhould know that 
different Arguments muſt ' have different Colours of

His Fancy flow'd with j great (| peed, 'and therefore it 
was very fortunate to hich, that his Judgment was equal 
ro manage it.

He perfetly praQiiſes the hardeſt 
ſecret 'of good Writing, to know when he has done 
enough. He'always Jeaves off in ſuch a manner, - that it 
appearsit was in his power, to have faid much more. In

| large,that there is ſcarce any particular of all the paſſions 


of Men, or works of Nature, and Providence, which he 
has paſs'd by undeſcrib'd. Yethe ſtill obſerves the rules 
of Decence with ſo much care, that whether he inflames 
his Reader with:the ſofter AﬀeGtions, or delights him 
with inoffenſive Raiflery, or teaches the familiar manners 
of Life, or adoris the diſcoveries of Philoſophy, or in- 
ſpires him with the Heroick CharaGters of Charity and 


Religion: To all theſe matters that are fo wide aſunder, 


he ſtill proportions a due figure of Speech, and a proper 
meaſure of Wit. This indeed is moſt remarkable, that a 
Man who was {o conſtant and fix'd in-the- Moral Ideas of 


his mind, ſhould yet be ſo changeable in his Intelle&ual, 


and in both to the higheſt degree of Excellence. 
If there needed any excale tobe made;that his Love- 
Verſes ſhould take up ſo great a ſhare inthis Works, ic 


may be alledg'd that they were. compos'd, ' when he was 


very. yourg. Butir isa vain thing to make any kind of 
Apology for that ſort of Writings. If Devout or Vir- 
ruous Men will ſuperciliouſly forbid the minds of the 
young, to adorn thoſe ſubjeQs about which they ace moſt 


converſant : They would putithem our of all capacity 


of performing graver matters, when they come to them. 
For the exerciſes of all Mens Wits, muſt be always pro- 
per for their Age, | and never too much above it : And 
by pradice and uſein lighter Arguments, they grow up 
at laſt to exce] in the moſt weighty. I am not therefore 
aſham'd to commend Mr. Cowley's Miſtreſs. I only ex- 

cept one, or two Expreſſions, which I wiſh I could have 
prevail'd withthoſe that had the right of the other Edi.

The occaſion of his falling on thePindaric way of Wri- 


ting, was liis accidental meeting with P#zndars Works,in 
a place, where he had no other Books to direct him. Ha- 
ving then confidered at leiſure the height. of his Inventi- 
on, and the Majeſty of his Style, he try'd immediately 
ro imitate it in Exgliſh. And heperform'd it withour 
the danger that Mie preſag'd to the Man who ſhould 
dare toattempt tt. 

If any are diſpleas'd at the boldneſs of his Mecaphors, 


and length of his Digrefſion, they contend not againft 


Mr. Cowhkey, but Pindar himſelf : who was ſo much reve- 
renc'd by all Antiquity, that the place ofhis Birth was 


preſerv'd as Sacred, when his Native City was twice de-. 


Nroy'd by the fury of two Conquerours. If the irrega- 


| larity of the number diſguſt them, they may obſerve 


that this very thing makes that kind of Pocfie fit for all 
manner of ſubje&s: For the Pleaſant, the Grave, the 
Amorous, the Heroic, the Philoſophical, the Moral, the 
| Divine. Beſides this they will find, that the frequent 
alteration of the Rhythm and Feet, affeas the mind wh 
a more various delight, while it is ſoon apt to be tyr'd 
by the ſetled pace of any one conſtant meaſure. But that 
for which I think this inequality of number is chiefly to 
be preferr'd, is its near affinity with Proſe : From which 
all other kinds of Engliſh Verle'are ſo far diſtant, that 
it is very ſeldom found that the ſame Man excels in both 
ways. But now this looſe, and unconfin'd meaſure has 
all the Grace, and Harmony of the moſt confin'd. And 
withal, .it is ſo large and free, that the practice of it will 
only exale, not corrupt our Proſe: which is certainly the 
moſt uſeful kind of Writing of all others : for it is the 
ſtyle of all bufineſs and converſation. 

Beſides this imitating of Pindar, which may oakape 
be thought rather a new ſort of Writing,than a reſtoring 
of an Ancient 3 he has alſo been wonderfully happy, in 

Tran» 
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"Tranſlating many difficult parts of the Nobleſt Poers of 
Antiquity. - To perform this according to the Dignity 
of the attemptzhe had,as it was neceſlary he thould have, 
not only the Elegance of both the Languages ; bur the 
true ſpirit of both the Poetries. 'This way of leaving 
Verbal Tranſlations, and chiefly regarding; the Senſe and 
Genius of the Author, was ſcarce heard of in England, 
before this preſent Age. I will not preſume toſay, that 
Mr. Cowley was the abſolute Inventor of it. . Nay,I know 
that others had the good luck to recommend it firſt in 
Print. Yet I appeal to you Sir, whether he did not 
conceive it, and diſcourſe of it, and pradtiiſe it affoon as 
any man. . ; =. & 
His Davideis was wholly written in ſo young an Age; 
that if we ſhall refle& on the vaſtneſs of the Argument, 
and his manner of handling it, he may ſeem like one of 
| the Miracles,that he there adorns, like a Boy attempting 
Goliab.I have often heard you declare,that he had finiſh'd 
the greateſt part of it, while he was yet a young Student 
at Cambridge. This perhaps may be the reaſon, that in 
ſome few places, there-is more youthfulneſs, and redun- 
dance of Fancy, than his riper jadgment would have al- 
low'd. Iknow, Sir, you will give me leave to uſe this li- 
berty of cenſure 3 for I do not here pretend to a profeſ- 
ſed Panegyrick,butFather to givea juſt opinion concer- 
ning him. But for the main of it, I will affirm, that it is a 
better inſtance and beginning of a Divine Poem, than 1 
ever yet ſaw in any Language. The contrivance is per- 
fetly Ancient, which is certainly the true form of He- 
roick Poetry, and ſuch as was never yet outdone by any 
new Devices of Modern Wits. The ſubje& was truly 
Divine, even according to Gods own heart. The matter 
of his invention,all the Treaſures of Knowledge and Hi- 
Kories in the Bible. The model of it comprehended all 
the Learning ofthe Eaſt. The CharaQers lofty and vari- 
ous : The Numbers firm and powerful : The Digreflions 
beautiful and proportionable : The Defign to ſubmit 
mortal Wit to heavenly Truths : in all there is an admi- 
rable mixture of humane Virtues and Paſſions, with reli- 
g10us Raptures. | | 
The truth is, Sir, methinks 1nother matters, his Wit 


excell'd 
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excell'd moſt other mens: but in his Moral and Divine 
Works it outdid it ſelf. And no doubt it proceeded from 
this Cauſe,that in.other lighter kinds of Poetry,he chiet- 
ly repreſented the humours and affections of others; but. 
in theſe he ſat to himſelf, and drew the figure af his own 
mind. I know.1t has been objefed againſt him by ſome 
morole Zealots, that he has done an injury to the Scrip- 
ture, by ſprinkling all his Works with many Allufions 8& 
Similitudes that he took out of the Bible. But to theſe 
men it were a ſufficient reply,to compare their own Pra- 
Gice with his, in this particular. They make uſe of Scri- 
pture Phraſes and Quotations, inall their common Dil- 
courſe. They employ the words of Holy Writ, to 
countenance the extravagance of their own opinions and 
affections. And why then might not he take the liberty 
to fetch from thence ſome ornament, for the innocent 
Paſlions,and natural Truths,and moral Virtues which he 
deſcribes ? #: 

This is confutation enough to that ſort of men. As to 
the thing it ſelf, it is ſo far from being a debafing of Di- 
vinity,to make ſome parts of it the ſubzeQs of our Fancy, 
that it 15 a,ſure way to eſtabliſh it familiarly on the hearts 
of the people, and to give it a durable impreſſion on the 
minds of wiſe men. Of this we have a powerful inſtance 
amongſt the Ancients. For their Wit has laſted much 
longer-than the PraQtice of any of their Religions. And 
the very memory of molt of their Divine Worſhip had 
periſhed, if it had not been expreſſed and preſerved by 
their Poets. But Mr. Cowley himſelf did of all men living 
abhor the abuſe of Scripture by licentious Raillery : 
which ought not only to be eſteemed the meaneſt kind of 
Wit,but che worſt ſort of i]] Manners. This perhaps 
ſome men would be loth to hear proved,who pradiiſe it 
under the falſe title of a Gentile Quality : but the truth 
of it is unqueſtionable. For the ordinary ill breeding is 
only an indecence and offence againſt ſome particula® 
Cuſtom,or Geſture;or Behaviour in uſe.But this profane- 
neſs is a violation of the very ſupport of humane Socie- 
ty, and arudeneſs againſt the beſt manners, that all man- 
kind can practiſe, whichis a juſt reverence of the Su- 
preme Power ofall the World. -

-.- Ty his Laria Poems he has cxprefled to admiration, all 
'the Numbers of Verfe, & Figures of Poeſie, thar are ſcar- 
tercd up and downarnongſtrhe Ancients. There is hard- 
1yto be found in chem all, any goodfaſhion of Specch, or 
c6loar of Meaſare, but he has comprehiended ir, and gi- 
ver inſtandes of ic;aco&Ging as his ſeveral Arguments re-

© He perform'd all his Natural and Civil Duties, with 
admirable tenderneſs. Having been Born after his Fa- 
thers Death,and bred ap nnder the Diſcipline of his Mo- 
ther, he gratefully acknowledg'd her care of his Educa- 
tion, to her Death, which was in the Eighticth yearof 
her Age. Forhis three Brothers he always maintain'd a 
conſtant affe&ion. And having ſurviv'd the two firſt, he 


| made the third his Heir. In his long dependance on my 


Lord St. Albans, there never happened any manner of 
difference between them : except alittle at laſt,becauſe 
he would leave his ſervice : which only ſhewed the inno- 
cence of the Servant, and the kindneſs of the Maſter. 
His Friendſhips were 'inviolable. The ſame men with 
whom he was familiar it his Youth, were his neereſt ac- 
quaintance at the- day of his Death. If the private 
Courſe ofhis laſt years made-him contraft his Converſa- 
tion toa few, yethe only withdrew, not broke off from

His thoughts were never aboye nor below his condi- 
tion. He never wiſhed/his Eſtate much larger. Yet he en- 
zoyed what he had with all innocent Freedom, he never 
made his preſent life nncomfortable, by undue expe&a- 
rions of future things. Whatever diſappointments he mer 
with,they only made him underſtand Fortune better,not 
repineat her the more: His Muſe indeed once complain'd, 
but never his Mind. He was accompliſh'd with all man; 
ner of Abilities, for the greateſt bufineſs : If he would 
buthbave thought ſo himſelf. | 

If any thing ought to'have been chang'd in his Tem- 
per,and Diſpofition : It was his eargeſt AﬀeRion for Ob- 
{curity and Retirement. This, Sir, give me leave to con- 
demn, even toyou, who know agreed with him in the 
ſame humour. Iacknowledge he choſe that Rate of Life, 
not out of any Poetical'Rapture, but upon aſteady and 
ſober experience of Humane things. But however I can- 
not applaud it in him. - It is certainly a great diſparage- 
ment to Virtue, & Learning it ſelf, that thoſe yery' things 

which only make Men uſefal in the World, ſhould en-

| Yet I confeſs if any deſerv'd to have this priviledpe, 
it oughtto have been granted tohim, asſoon as any Man 
living, upon conſideration of the manner in which he 

ſpent the Liberty that he got. For he withdrewhimſelf 
out of the crowd, with deſires of enlightning,and inſtru- 

&ing the minds of thoſe that remain'd in it. It was his te- 

ſolution m that Station to ſearch into the Secrets of Di- 
vineand Humane Knowledge,and to communicate what 
| he ſhould obſerye. He always profeſs'd, that he went out 
of the world, as it was mans, into the ſame world as it was 
Natures, and as it was Gods. The whole compaſs of the 
Creation, and all rhe wonderful effeazof the Divine 
Wiſdom, were the conſtant Proſpe& of his Senſes, and 
his Thoughts. And iadeed he enter'd with great adyan- 
tage on the ſtudies of Nature, even as the firſt great Men 
of Antiquicy did, who were generally both Poets and 
Philoſophers. He betook himſelf ro its Contemplation, 
as well furniſh'd with ſound Judginent,and diligent Oh- 
ſervation, and good Method to diſcover its Myſteries; 
as with Abilities to'ſer it forth in all its Ornaments. 

- This Jabour abour-Natural Science was'the perpetual, 
and uninterrupted'taikigf that obſcure patt of his life. 
Befides this, we had perſwaded:him to look back into his 
former Studies; and ito publiſh-a Diſcourſe'concerhing 
Style. In'this he had deſign'd; ro give an account of the 
proper ſorts of writing,that werefit for all tmanner of Ar- 
gaments,ts compare the perfeRions and imperfe@tions of 
the Authors of Antiquity,with thoſe of this'preſent Age,

And now for 
the future, I almoſt deſpair ever to. fee it well accom- 
pliſhed, unleſs you, Sir, would give me leave to nauie 
the man that ſhould undertakeit. 

. But his laſt and principal Deſign, was that which ought 
to be the principal to eyery. wiſe man; the eſtabliſhing 
his mind in the Faith he profeſſed. He was in his praQtice 
exaQly obedient to the Uſe and Precepts of our Church. 
Nox was he inclined to any uncertainty and doubt, as ab- 
horring all contention-in indifferent things, -and much 
more 1n ſacred; . But he beheld the Diviſions of Chriſten- 
dom ::he ſaw how many controverſies had been introdu- 
ced by. Zeal or Ignorance, and continued by Fadtion. 
He had therefore an earneſt intention of taking a Re- 
view of the Or iginal Principles of the Primitive Church: 
believing that every trye Chriſtianihad no better means 
to ſettle his ſpirit, than that which-was 'prapolied to Z- 
negs.and his Followers,to, be the'end of their wandrings, 
__—_ exquirite Matrem. | 

This examination he purpoſed ſhould a to our Sa- 
viours and the Apoſtles lives, and.their immediate Suc- 
cefſors, for four or five Centuries 3 till Intereſt and Po- 


 licy prevailed over Devotion. He:/hoped to have abſo-

RNA T my return lately. into England, I met by 
AS great accident (for ſuch I account it to be; . 
1.8 that any Copy of it ſhould be extant any 

where ſo long, unleſs at his houſe who print- 

ed it) a Book, entituled, The Iron Age, and publiſhed un- 
der my name, during the time of my abſence. I wondred 
very much how one who could be ſo fooliſh to write ſo ill

Off- ſpring of that kind. It would have been muchleſs in- 
-zurious, if ithad pleaſed the Author to put forth ſome of 
my Writings under his own name, racher than his own un- 
der mine: Hehad been in that a more pardonable Pla- 
giary, and had done leſs wrong by Robbery, than he does 
by ſucha Bounty ; for no body can be juſtified by the Im- 


| putation even of anothers Merit ; and our own courſe 


Cloathes are like to become us better, than thoſe of ano- 
ther mans, though never ſo rich: but theſe, to ſay the truth, 
were ſo beggarly, that I my ſelf was aſhamed to wear them. 
It was in vain for me, that I avoided cenſure by the con- 
cealment of my own writings,: if my reputation could 
be thns Executed in Effigie ; and impoſlible it is for any 
good Name. to be in {afety, if the malice of Witches have 
the power to conſumeand deſtroy it in an 1rage of their 
own making. This indeed was ſo:1]l made, and ſo nnlike, 
that T hope:the Charm. took no effet. So that I eſteem - 
my ſelf lefs prejudiced by it, than'by chat which has been

or knowledge, and thoſe ſo mangled and imperfect, that 
I:could neither with; honour acknowledge, nor with ho- * 
neſty quite. difavow them.

Heywood of Angels, into Rhyme ; he is ſo far fromeleva- 
ting of Poeſie, that he only abaſes Divinity. In brief, he 
who can wrice a frophane Poem well, may write a Divine 
one better ; but he who can do that but ill, will do this 
"much worſe. The ſame fertility of Tawention, the ſame

Extendet ſuper eam regulam inanitatis,g lapides vacuitatss, 
Which ſtones of Emptineſs may have-two interpretations, either making the Srones, Termini, 
that is Bound ſtones of Deſolation, as if he ſhould ſay, This is the Land of Deſolation, and 1 
have ſer theſe bounds 2nd limits to circumſcribeit. Or elſe he ſays, the Stones of Emptineſs, 
as an effe& of Deſolation ; for when a ground is uncultivated and abandoned, it grows ſtony. 
According tothe vulgar Latine Tranſlation it is very like another Texr of 7/aiah, Chap.'28, 
v.17. Judgment alſo will T lay to the Line, and righteouſneſs to the Plummet, Which is no more 
in plain language,than,T will be exa&@ in Fudgment and Righteouſneſs. There is a much harder 
Text with the ſame 2/-taphor in 2 Sam, Ch. 8. Verſe 2, And he ſmote Moab, and meaſured 
them with a Line, caſting them down to the ground, even with two lines meaſared he to put ts 
Death,and with one full Line 10 beep alive; And ſo the Moabites became Davids Servants, and 
brought gifts, Which ſome interpret, that he pur two parts of them to the Sword, and ſaved 
the third, who became his Servants.

This I think may = for a more probable cauſe than the pleaſant fancy of the He- 
brews, who ſay,that the Dewils power is bounded to the producing of no Creature leſs than 
a grain of Barley, or than, Auguſtines allegorical reaſon, and too poetical even for Poetry, who 
affirms, that che Magicians failed inthe third Plague, to ſhew the defe& of humane Philoſo- 
ply, when ir comes to the myſtery of the Trinity z bur ſuch pitiful alluſions do more hurr 
than good in Divinity.

3. Wonderful are the things which Authors report of theſe kind of Armies of Locufts, 
and of the order and regularity of their marches. Aldrovandus and Fincelins(as 1 find them 
cited) ſay thus, That in the year 852, _ were ſeen tro fly over twenty miles in Germany 
11a day, in manner of a formed Army, divided into ſeveral ſquadrons, and having their 
quarters apart when they reſted. That the Captains, with ſome few, marcht a days journey 
before the reſt, to chnſe che moſt opportune places for their Camp. Thar they never re- 
moved till Sun- riſing. and juſt rhen'wenr away in as much order as an Army of men. could 
do, Thar at laſt having done great miſchief whereſoever rhey paſt, after prayers made to 
God, they were driven by a violent wind into the Belgick Ocean, and there drown'd, bur 
being caſt again by the Sea upon the ſhore, cauſed a great Peſti[ence in the Country. Some 
adde, thar they covered an hundred and forty Acres at a time, Sr. Hier. upon Foel, ſpeaks 
thus, When the Armies of Locuſts came lately into theſe parts, and filled all rhe air, they 
flew in fo grear order, that ſl:res in a pavement cannot be laid more regularly,neither did 
rhey ever ſtir one inch out of their ranks and files, There are reckoned thirty ſeveral forts 
of Locuſts, fome in India{if we dare believe Pliny )chree foot long, The ſame Author adds' 
of Locuſts (Lib. 11. cap. 29. ) That they paſs in troops over great Seas, enduring hunger for 
many days together in the ſearch of forreign food. They are believed to be brought by the anger 
of the Gods 5 for they ave ſeenſometimes very great, and make ſuch a miſe with their wings ih 
flying, that they might b2 taken for Birds. They overcaſt_the Sun, whilſt people ſtand gazing with 
terrour, leſt they ſhould fall upon their lands ——ont of Afrique chiefly they mfeſt Traly, and the 
people are forced th have recourſe to the Sybils Books, to enquire for a remedy, In the Country of 
Cyrene, there is a Law to mabe war againſt them thrice a year, firft by breaking their Eggs, then 
by billing the young ones, and laſtly, the old ones, oc.

UPON THE 


FIRST BOOK” 


He cuſtom of beginning all Poemvs, with a Propoſition of 

the whole work; and an Invocation of fome God for 

his affiſtance togo through with it,is ſo ſolemnly and 

religiouſly obſerved by all the ancient Poets, that 

though I could have found out a better way, Iſhould 
not (I think ) have ventured uponit. But there can be, I believe, 
none better 3 and that part, of the I#vocation, if it became a Hea- 
then, is no leſs Neceſlary for a Chriſtian Poet. A Jove principines, 
Axſe 3 and it follows then very naturglly, Jovis om:nia plena. The 
whole work may reaſonably hope to be filled with a Divine $pi- 
rit, when it begins with a Proyer to be ſo. The Grecians built 
this Portal with lefs ſtate, and made but one part of theſe Two; 
in which, and almoſt all things elſe, I prefer the judgment of the 
Latine; though generally they abuſed the Prayer, by converting 
it from the Dezty, to the worſt of Mew, their Princes : as Lucan ad- 
dreſſes it to Nero, and Stati#s to Domitian ; both imitating there- 
in (but not equalling )Y77gil, who in his Georgicks chuſes Auguſtus 
for the 0bje@& of his I#vocation, a God little ſuperior to the other 
two. 


I call it Judab's,rather than IſraePs Scepter(though in the notion . 


of diſtin&t Kingdoms, Iſrael was very much the greater ) Firſt, be- 
cauſe David himſelf was of that Tribe. Secondly, becauſe he was 
firſt made King of Jzdah, and this Poem was deſigned no farther 
than to bring him to his Inauguration at Hebron, Thirdly, becauſe 
the Monarchy of J=dah laſted longer, not only in his Race, buc 


out-laſted all the ſeveral Races of the Kings of 1rael. And laſtly, 


and chiefly, becauſe our Sav7zoxr deſcended from him in that Tribe, 
which makes it infinitely more conſiderable than all the reſt. 

I hope this kind of boaſt(which I have been taught by almoſt all 
the old Poets ) will not ſeem immodeſt ; for though ſome in other 
Languages have attempted the writing a Divine Poem yet none, 
that I know of, has in Engliſh : So Yirgilſays in the 3. of his =

woman to ſtop the fury of a young man, who came to ſet her 
Houſe on fire 3 that his Scholar Expedocles bindred another from 
murderiog his Father, when the Sword was drawn for that pur- 
poſe ; that the fierceneſs of Achilles his nature was allayed by 
playing on the Harp ( for which cauſe Homer gives him nothing 
elſe out of 'the Spoils of Eztior) that Deamor by it reduced wild 
and drunken Youths 3 and 4ſclepiades, even ſeditious multitudes 
to Temper and Reaſon; that the Corybartes and effeminate Prieſts 
of Cybele, could be animated by it to cut their own fleſh ( with 
many more examples of the like kind ) is well known to all men 
converſant among Authors. Neither is it ſo wonderful, that 
ſudden paſſions ſhould be raiſed or ſuppreſt (for which cauſe 
Pindar ſays to his Harp, Tvy eixptTay xeegurly oferrag 
Thou guenche$? the raging Thunded:) But that.it ſhould cure ſet- 
tled Diſeaſesin the Body, we ſhould hardly believe, if we had 
pot both Humane and Divine Teſtimony for it. -Plir. Lib.

And the ſame Author witneſſes, that 
many in his time, eſpecially.the Thebens, uſed the Pipe for the cure 
of ſeveral ſickneſſes, which Galer: calls xalavnty 53 rbre, Super loco 
affeFo tibi canere; or, Loca dolentia decantare. So Zenocrates is 
faid to have cured Mad men, Terparder and Arion divers other 
Maladies. But if it were not for this example of David, we 
ſhould hardly be convinced of this Phyſick ,- unleſs it be ja the 
particular cure of the Tarentiſa, the experiments of which are 
too notorious to be denyed or eluded, and. afford a probable ar- 
gument that other Diſeaſes might naturally be expelled ſo too, 
but that we haveeither loſt, or not found out yet the Art. For 
the explication of the reaſon of theſe cures, the Magicians fly to 
their Co/codea ; the Platoniques, to their Anima Xundi ; the Rab- 
bies to Fables and Prodigies not worth the repeating. Baptiſta 
Porta in his Natural Megick,, ſeems to attribute it to the Hegical 
Power of the Inſtrument,rather than of the Aduſick; for he ſays,that 
Madneſs is to becured by the harmony of a Pipe made of Helle- 
bore, becauſe the Juice of that Plant is held good for that pur- 
poſe ; and the Sciatique by a Mnſtcal Inſtrument made of Poplar, 
becauſe of the virtue of the 0] of that Tree to mitigate thoſe 
kind of pains, But theſe, and many Sympathetical experiments 
are ſo falſe, that I wonder at the negligence or impudence of the 
Relators. Picus Mirand. ſays, That Anſick moves the Spirits 
to a& upon the Sol, as Medicines do to operate upon the Body, 
and that it cures the body by the Soxl, as Phyſick-does the Soul by 
the Body, I conceive the true natural reaſon to be, that in the ſame 
manner as Muſical ſounds move the outward air, fo that does the 
Inward,and that the Spirits,and they the Humonrs (which are the 
ſeat of Diſeaſes ) by Condenſation, Rarefation,. Diſſmpation, or Ex- 
pnlſion of Vaponrs, and by Vertue of that Sympathy of Proportiov, 
which I expreſs afterwards in Verſe. For the producing of the 
effect deſired, Athar. Kircherss requires four conditions: 1. Har- 
mony. 2, Number and Proportion. 3. Efficaciows and pathetical 
words joyned with the Harmony (which (by the way) were fully 
and diſtinatly underſtood 1n the Muſickofthe Ancients.) And 4-An 
adapting of all theſe to the Conſtitution, Diſpoſition, and Inclina- 
tions of the Patient. Of which, and all things on this ſubject, 
he is well worth the diligent reading, Liber de Arte magna Conſoni

But why by the name of the Dead may 
not idols be meant ? the Sacrifices of 1dols? it being uſual for the 
Jews to give Names of reproach& contempt to the Heathen Gods, 
as this very Baal-Peor theycalled Chemos, Jer. 48. 7. and 13, &c. 
that is, Blindneſs, in contradiction to his Jdolaters, who called 
him the Eye of the World ? or perhaps they are called Sacrifices 
* of the Dead, in regard of the immolation of men to him 3 for Baal 
is the ſame Deity with Adoloch of the Awmonites, and had ſome- 
times, though not ſo conſtantly, humane Sacrifices. However theſe 
verſes will agree as well with Mr. Se/ders interpretation ; for then 
the ſence of them will be, that he bow'd firſt to the Sw#, and next

Joſephus terms it yay uslagiesurrory, A Moveable Terms 
ple —— The Temples bright third Heaven—The Tabernacle being 
Gods ſeat upon earth, was made to Figure out the Heavens, which 
is more properly his Habitation; and was therefore divided into 
three parts, to ſigntfie the ſame divifion of the Heavens in Scri- 
pture phraſe. The firſt was the Conrtpf the Tabernacle, where 
the Sacrifices were ſlain, and conſumed by fire, to repreſent the 
whole ſpace from the earth up ty:the Moon (which is called ve- 
ry frequently Heaven in the Bible): where all things are ſubjc& to 
corruption. The ſecond was the SanZ#im, the Holy Place, where- 
in ood the Altar of Incenſe, toirepreſent All that ſpace above 
which is poſleſt by the Stars. The third was the San@unm San- 
Forum, the Holieſt Place, to repreſent the third Heaven (ſpoken 
of by S. Paxl) which is the Dwelling place of God, and his Ehe- 
rubins or Angels, Neither did the coJours of the Curtains allude 
to any thing but this fimilitude betwixt the Taberracle and Hea- 
ven. © ;

thors, who treat of ſome parts of Nature, and who may be un- 
derſtood with as much eaſe and pleaſure, -as thoſe which are com- 
monly taught; Such are in Latin Yarro, Cato, Columella, Pliny, 
part of Celſus, and of Seneca, Cicero de Divinatione de Naturs 
Deorum, and ſeveral ſcattered pieces, Yirgil's Georgicks, Grotime, 
enero Mavilius , and becauſe the truth is we want good 
Poets (I mean we have but few) who have purpoſely treated of 
ſolid and learned, that is, Natural Matters (the moſt part in- 
dulging io the weakneſs of- the world, and feeding it either with 
the follies of Love, or with the Fables of Gods and Heroes) we 
conceive that. one book ought to be compiled of all the ſcattered 
little parcels arong the ancient Poets that might ſerve for the 
advancement of Natural Science, and which would make no 
ſmall or unuſual or unpleaſant volume, To this we would have 
added the Morals and Rhetoricks of Cicero, and the Inſtitutions 
of 9vintilian; and for the Comedians, from whom almoſt all 
that neceſſary part of common diſcourſe, andall the moſt inci- 
mare proprieties of the Language are _— we coliceive the Boyes 
may 
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may be made Maſters of them, as apart ef their Recreation and 
not of their task, if once a moneth, or atleaſt once in two, they 
2& one of Terenees Comedies, and afterwards ( the moſt ad- * 
vanced) ſome of Plautus his ; and this is for many reaſons one 
cf the beſt exerciſes they can be enjoyned, gnd moſt innocence 
pleaſures they can bg allowed. As for the Greek Authors, they 
may ſtudy Nicander, Oppianns (whom. Scaliger does not doubtto 
prefer above Homer himſelf, and placenext to his, adored Yirgil) 
Ariftotles Hiſtory .of Animals, and other parts, Theophraftur and 
Dzsſcorides of Plants, and a Collection made out of ſeveral both 
Poets and.other Grecian Writers, For the Morals and Rhego- 
rick Ariffetle may ſuffice, or Hermegenes and. Longinus be added 
for the latter with the Hiſtory of Animals they ſhould be ſhew- 
ed Anatomy as a Divertiſemenr, and made to know the Figures 
and Natufes of thoſe Creatures which are not common among 
us, diſabufing them. at the ſame time of thoſe Etrors which are 
univerſally admitted concerning many. The ſame Method 
ſhould be uſed to make them acquainted with all Plants ; .and to 
this muſt be added a little of the ancient and modern Geography, 
the. underſtanding of che Globes, and the Principles of Geome- 
try and Aſtronomy, They ſhould likewiſe uſe to declaim in La- 
tine and Engliſh, as the Romays did in Greek and Latin; and-in 
all this cravel be rather led on by Familiaricy, -Eacouragement, 
and Emulation, than driyen by Severity, Puniſhment, and Ter- 
ror. Upon Feſtivals. and Play-times they ſhould exerciſe them- 
ſelves in the Fields by Riding, Leaping, Fencing, Muſtering and 
Training after the manner of Soldiers, &c, And to prevear all 
dangers, andall diſorder, there ſhould alwayes be two of the $cho- 
lars with them to be as witneſſes and directors of their actions ;

but to add to it the entire Conqueſt of Ireland & Scotlend (which

ties, (for, as for his privare faults before, I can onely wiſh (and 
that with as much Charity to him as to the publick) char he had 
continued in chem rill his death, rather than changed” them for 
thoſe of his larter dayes) and therefore we muſt begin the conſi- 
deration of his greatneſs from' the unlacky e/&r4of our own miſ-

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and one man then, by malitiouſly opening all the Sluces thar 
he can come at. can never be the fole' Author of all this (rhough 
he may be as guilty as if really he wete;' by intendingand imagi- 
ning to be ſo) bur its, God thar breaks up the Blaod-Gartes of , 
fo general a Deluge, andallche art then and induſtry of mankind 
is not ſufficient to raiſe up Dikes and Ramparts againſt ir, In ſuch 
a time it was as this, that nor all che wiidom and power of the 
| Roman Senate, nor the wit and eloquence of Czcers, nor the 
Courage and Virtue of Brutzs was able ro defend their Coun- 
try or themſelves againſt the unexperienced raſhne(s of a beard- 
leſs Boy, and the loole rage of a voluptuons Madman, The va- 
lour and prudent Counſels on the one fide are made fruitleſs, and 
the errors and cowardiſe on the other harmleſs, by unexpeRed 
accidents, The one General ſaves his life, and gains the whole 
World, by a very dream; and the other loſes both at once by a 
hecle miſtake of the ſhortneſs of his fight, And-though this be 
not alwaies ſo, for we fee that in the tranſlatigg of rhe great 
Monatchies from one. toanother, it pleaſed God th make choice 
of the moſt Eminent men in Nature, .as Cyrus, Alexander, Sci- 
io and his contemporaries, for his chief inſtruments and aRors 
in ſo admirable a work (the end of this being not only to deſtroy 
or puniſh one Nation, which may be done by the worſt of man- 
kind, but to exalt and bleſs another, which is only to be effeRed 
by great and virtuous perſons (yet when God only: intends :the. 
temporary chaſtiſement of a people, he does not raiſe up his ſer- 
vant Cyrus (as he himſelf is pleaſed ro call him) or an Alexen- 
der (who had as many virtues to do good, as vices to'do harm) 
but he makes the Maſſene/lves, and the Fohns of Leyden the in- 
ſtruments of his vengeance, that the power of the Almighty 
might be more evident by the weakneſs of tke means which he 
chooſes to demonſtrate it, He did not aſſemble the Serpents nd 
the Monſters of Afrique to corre the pride of the Feyrians, (but 
called for his Armies of Lucuſts out of «/£thjopia, and'tormedinew . 
ones of Vermine out of the very duſt ; 2nd becauſe you: ſee a * i 
whole Country deſtroyed by theſe, will you argug from thence = 
they muſt needs have had both the craft af the Foxes, and the 
courage of Lions? ]t is eaſte ro apply th's general obſervation to 
the particular caſe of our troubles in Zngland and that they ſeem 
only to be meant for a temporary OY our {aps, and 
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not for a total aboliſhmenc of the old, and incroduction of a new 
Government, appears probably to me. from theſe conſiderations, 
as far as we may be bold eo make a judgment of the will of God . 
in future events. Firſt, becauſe he has ſuffered nothing to ſetcle 
' or take root in the place of that which hath been ſo nawiſcly and 
unjuſtly removed, that none of theſe untempered Mortars can 
hold our againſt the next blaſt of wind, nor any ſore ſtick to a 
ſtone, rill that which theſe Fooliſh Builders haye refuſed, be made 
again the Head of the Corner, For when the indiſpoſed and ſong 
tormented Commonwealth has wearied and ſpent ic ſelf almoſt 
* to nothing with the chargeable, various, and dangerous expeti- 
ments of ſeveral Mountebanks, it is to be ſuppoſed, it will have 
the wit at laſt to ſend for a. true Phylician, eſpecially when it ſees 
(which is the ſecond conſideration) moſt evidently (as it now 
begins to do, and willdo every day moreand more, and might 
have done perfectly long ſince) that no uſurpation (under what 
name or pretext ſoever) can be kept up without open force, nor 
force without the continuance of thoſe oppreſſions upon the peo- 
ple, which will at laſt tire out their patience, though ic be grea e- 
ven to ſtupidity. They cannot be ſo dull (when poverty and hun- 
ger begins to whet their underſtanding) as not to find out this no 
extraordinary myſtery, that 'tis madneſs in a Nation to pay three 
Millions a year tor the maintaining of their ſervitude under Ty- 
rants, when they might live free for nothing under their Princes, 
This, I fay, will nor alwayes ly hid, even co the ſloweſt capaci- 
ties, and the next truth they will diſcover afterwards, is, that a 
whole people can never have the will wichout having at thae 
fame time the power to redeem themſelves. Thirdly, it does 
not look (me-thinks) as if God had forſaken the family of thar 
man, from whom he has raiſed up five Children, of as Eminene 
virtue, and all other commendable qualities, as ever lived per- 
haps (for ſo many together, and ſo young) in any other family 
in the whole world, Eſpecially, if we add hereto-this confi- 
deration, that by protecting and preſerving ſome of them alrea- 
dy through as great dangers as ever were paſt wich ſafery, either 
by Prince or private perſon, he has given them already (as we 
may reaſonably hope it to be meant) a promiſe and earneſt of his 
fucure favours. And laſtly (to return cloſely to the diſcourſe 
from which 1 have a little digreſt) becaufe I ſee nothing of 
thoſe excellent parts of nature, and mixture of merit with their 
Vices inthe late diſturbers of our peace and happineſs, that uſes 
tobe found in the perſons of thoſe who are born for theereQion 
of new Empires, And I confeſs I find nothing of that kind, 
no not any ſhadow (taking away the falſe light of ſome proſpe- 
rity)inthe man whom you excol for the firſt example of it, And 
certainly all Virtues being rightly divided into Moral and Intel- 
leAual, I know not how we can better judge of the former than 
by mens aRions, or of the Jatter than by their Writings or Spee- 
ches., As for theſe latter (which are leaſt in merit, or rather 
which. are only the inſtruments of miſchief where the other are 
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wanting) I think you can hardly pick out the name of a man 
who ever was called Great, beſides him we are now ſpeaking of, 
who never left the memory behind him 'of one wiſe or witty 
Apothegm even amongſt his Domeſtique Servants of greateſt 
Flatterers, Thar little in print which remains upon a ſad record 
for him, is ſuch, as a Satyre againſt him would not have made 
him ſay, for fear of tranſgreſſing roo much the rules of Probabili- 
ty. I know not what you can produce for the juſtification of his 
parts in this kind, but his having been able to deceive ſo man 
particular perſons, and ſo matly whole parties; which if you pleaſe 
to take notice of for the advantage of his Intelleuals, I defire 
ou to: allow me' the liberty to.do ſo roo, when I am ta ſpeak of 
bis Morals, The truth of che thing is this, [That if Crafe be 
| Wiſdom, and Diffimulation Wit, (affiſted both and improved 
with Hypocriſtes and Perjuries) I muſt not deny|him to have been 
fingutar in both; but ſo groſs was the manner jn which he made 
uſe of them, that as wiſe-men oughe nor to have believed him 
at firſt, ſo no man was fool enough to believe him atlaft; neither 
did any man ſeem to do ir, but choſe who thoughe they gained 
as much by that difſembling, as he did by his, | His very aQings 
. of Godlinefs grew at laſt as ridiculous, as if a Player, by putting 
on3 Gown, ſhould think he repreſented excellently a Woman, 
though his Beard at the fame time were ſeen by all the Speta- 
tors, If you ask me why they did not hifs, and explode him off 
the Stage, Ican only anſwer, that they durſt not do ſo, becauſe 
the Actors and the Door-keepers were roo ſtrong for the Com- 
pany. I muſt confefs that by theſe arts Chow groſly ſoever ma- 
naged, as by bypocritical praying, and filly preaching, by un- 
manly tears and whinings, by falſhoods and perjuries even diabo- 
lical he had at firſt the good forrnne (as men call ic, that-is the 
ill-fortune) roatcain his ends; bur it was becauſe his ends were 
founreaſonable, that no human reaſon could foreſee them; which 
made them who had to do with him believe that he was rather a 
well-meaning and deluding Biger, than a crafty and malicions Im- 
poſtor, chat theſe arts were helpt by an Indefatigable induſtry (as 
you rerm it) I am ſo far from doubting, that Iintended ro ob- 
je& that diligence as che worſt of his Crimes, | It makes me al- 
moſt mad when Thear a man commended for his|diligenee in wic- 
kedneſs. If I were his Son, I ſhould wiſh to he had been a 
more lazy perſon, and that we might have found him fleeping at 
the hours when other men are ordinarily waking, rather thanwa- 
king for thole ends of his when other men were ordinarily affeep 
how diligent the wicked are the Scripture often tells us z Their 
feet run to evil, and they make haſt to ſhed innocent blood, 1/a, 
59,7. He travels with iniquity, Pſal, 7, 14, He deviſeth miſ- 
chief upon his bed, Pſal, 34. 4. They ſaarch our iniquity, they 
- accompliſh a diligent ſearch, Pſal, 64. 6. and in a multitude of 
other places. And would.it not ſeem ridiculous|to praiſe a Wolf 
for his watchfulneſs, and for his Tc induſtry in rang- 
ing all night about the Country, whilſt the ſheep, and a 
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_ the Shepherd, and perhaps the very Dogs too are all allcep ?

And if the diligence of wicked perſons be ſo much to be 


blamed,; as that it is only an Emphaſis and Exaggeration of their 
wickedneſs, I ſee not how their courage can avoid the ſame cen- 
ſure, If the' undertaking bold, and vaſt, and unreaſonable de- 


ſigns can deſerye that honourable name, I am ſure Faxx and 


his fellow Gun-powder Fiends will have cauſeto pretend, though 
not an. equal, yet at leaſt the next place of Honor, neither 
. can I doubt bur if they too had ſucceeded, they wonld have 
found their Applaudets and Admireis, Ir was bold unqueſtio- 
nably for a man in defaance of all Humane and Divine Laws (and 
with ſo little probability of a long impunity) ſo publiquely and 
ſo outragiouſly ro murder his Maſter, It was bold with.ſo much 
inſolence and affronc, : to expel and diſperſe all the chief Partners 
of his guilt, and Creators of his power ; It was bold to violate 


ſo openly and ſq ſcornfully all Ats and Conſticutions of a Na- 


tion, and afterwards even of his own making; it was bold to 
Aſſume the Authority of calling, :and bolder yer of breaking 
ſo many Patliaments it was bold to trample upon the patience 
of his own, and proyoke that of all neighbouring Countreys, It 
3s bold, I ſay, above all boldnefles, to uſurp the Tyranny to him-

burning I could reckon up five hundred boldneſſes of that great 
perſon-(for why ſhould not He too be called ſo?) who wanted 
when he was to die, that courage which could hardly have failed 
avy Woman in thelike neceſſity, Ir would look (I muſt con- 
feſs) like Eovy or too much partiality if I ſhould ſay that per- 
ſonal kind of courage had beendeficient in the manwe ſpeak of ; 
IT am confident it was not, and yet Imay venture I think to aft- 
firm, that no man ever bore the honor of ſo many vitories, 
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at the rate of fewer wounds or dangers of his own body , and 
\ though his valour might perhaps have given| him a juſt preten- 
ſion ro one of the firſt charges in an Army, jt could net certain- 
ly be a ſufficient ground for a Title to the command of three Nas 
tions * What then ſhall we ſay £ that he did all this by Witch- 
craft ? He did ſo indeed in a great meaſure by a finthar is called 
like it in the Scriptures, But truly and unpafſionarely reflecting 
npon the adyantages of his perſon which might be rhoughr ro 
have produced thoſe of his fortune, I can eſpy no other but 
extraordinary Diligence and infinite Difſimulationz and believe 
he was exalted above his Nation, partly by his own Faults, but 
chiefly 'for Ours, We have brought him|thus briefly ( not 
through all his Labyrinths) ro che Supreme |Uſurpt Authority, 
and becauſe you ſay it was great pity he did notlive to command 
more Kingdoms, be pleaſed to ler me repreſent to you in a few 
words, how well I conceive he goyerned theſe, And we will 
divide the confiderastion into that of his foreign and dome- . 
ſtique Actions, The firſt of his foreign was a peace with ont 
Brethren of Holland (who were the firſt of our neighbours that 
God chaſtiſed for having had ſo greata hand in the encouraging 
and abetting our troubles at home) who would hot imagine at 


fiſt gl mpſe that this had been the moſt virtuous and laudable 


deed that his whole life could have made any parade-of ? but ao 
- man can look upon all the circumſtances without perceiving, that 
it was purely the ſale and ſacrificing of the greateſt adyantages that 
this Countrey could ever hope, and was ready to reap from a fo- 
reign War, tothe private Intereſts of his Covetouſneſs and Am-' 
bition, and the ſecurity of his new and unſercled Ulſurpation,' 
No ſooner is that danger paſt, bur this Beatus Pacificus is kindling 
a firein the Northern World, and carrying a War two thouſand - 
- miles off Weſtwards, Two millions a year (beſides all che Vales 
of his ProteQorſhip) is as little capable to ſuffice now either his 
Avarice or Prodigality, as the two hundred pounds were that he 
was born to. He muſt have his prey of the whole 1ndies both 
| by Sea and Land, this great Aligator: To fatisfie our Ant- 
Solomon (who has made Silver almoſt as rare as Gold, and Gold 
as precious ſtones in his new Feruſalem) we muſt go, ten thouſand 
of his ſlaves, to fetch him riches from his fantaſtical ophir. And 
becauſe his flatterers brag of him as the moſt fortunate Prince 
(the Fauſtus as well as Sy/a of our Nation, whom. God neyer 
forſook in any of his undertakings) I. defire them to conſider, 
how fince the EZz2l;fb name was ever heard of, it never received 
fo great and ſo infamous a blow as under the imprudent condu& 
of this unlucky Fasſtss; and herein ler me admire, the juſtice of 
God in this circumftance , that they who had enſlaved cheir 
Country (though a great Army, which I wiſh may be obſerved 
by ours with trembling) ſhould be ſo ſhametully . defeated 
by the hands of forty flaves, Ir was very ridicntous to fee how 
prettily they endeavoured to hide this ignominy under the great 
_ name of the Conqueſt of Famaica, as if a defeated Army _ 
ave 
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have the impudence to brag afterwards of the Victory, becauſe; 
though they had fled our of the Field of. Baetel, yet they quar- 
tered that night in a Village of the Enemies. The War with 
Spain was a neceſſary conſequence of this folly, and how much we 
have gotten by it, let the Cuſtome- houſe and Exchange inform 
you ; and if he pleaſe to boaſt of the taking a part of the Silyer 
Fleet, (which indeed no body elſe but he, who was the ſole gain- 
er, has cauſe todo) at leaſt, let him giye leave to the reſt of the . 
Nation (which is the only loſer) ro complain of the loſs of twelye 
hundred of her ſhips, But becauſe it may here perhaps be anſwer- 
ed, that his ſucceſſes nearer home have extinguiſhrt the diſgrace 
of ſo remote miſcarriages, and that Duxkirk ought more to be 
Temembred for his gloty, than Sc. Domingo for his diſadvantage ; 
I'muſt confeſs, as to the honour of the Zxgliſþ conrage that they 
were not wanting upon that-occaſion (excepting only the fault 
of ſerving at leaſt indirely againſt their Maſter) to the uphold- 
ing of the renown of their warlike Anceſtors, Burt for his par- 
ticular ſhate ofir, who ſate till at home, and expoſed them ſo 
frankly abroad, Fcan only ſay, that for leſs money than he in the 
ſhort time of his Reign exaQted from his fellow Subjects, ſome 
of our former [Princes (with the daily hazard of their own per- 
ſons) have added to the Dominion of Zzgl/azd not only one Town, 
bur even a greater Kingdom than it ſelf, And this being all con- 
fiderable as concerning his: enterpriſes abtoad, let us examine in 
the next place, how much we owe him for his Juſtice and good 
Government at home.- Andfirſt he fqund the Common-wealth 
(as then they called it) in aready ſtock of about 800" pounds, 
heleft the Common-wealth (as he had the impudent raillery ſtill 
To call it) ſome two Millions and, an half in debr, He foundour 
(Trade very much decayed indeed, in compariſon of the golden 
times of our late Princes3 ' he left it as much again more decay'd 
than he found it; and yet not only no Prince in Exglazd, but 
no Tyrant in the World ever ſonght out more baſe or infamous 
means to raiſe moneys, 1 ſhall only inſtance in one that he pur 
in pratice, and another that he attempted; but was frighted 
from the execution (even he) by the infamy of ir, That which he 
put in practice was Decimation ; which was.the moſt impudenc 
Breath of all publick Faith that the whole Nation had given, and 
all private capitulations which himſelf had made, as the Nati- 
' ons General and Servant, thatcan be found out (I believe) in all 
Hiſtory, from any of the moſt barbarous Generals of the moſt 
barbarous People, Which becauſe it has been moſt excellently 
and moſt largely laid open by a whole Book written upon that 
SubjeR, I ſhall only defire you here ro remember the thing ia ge- 
neral, and be pleaſed to look upon that Author when you would 
recolle& all the particularsand circumſtances of the iniquity, The 
other deſign of raifing a preſent ſum of money, which he yio- 
lently purſued, but durſt not put in execution, was by the cal- 
ling inand eſtabliſhment of the Fews at London 3 from which he 
Was rebuted by the univerſal outcry of the Divines, and even of 
= the 
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the Citizens too', who took trill that a confiderable tymber,-at = 
leaftamong themſelves, were not thought Fews enough by their 
ewn Herd, And'for this deſign, they ſaw he invenred ( Oh An- 
cichrilt I Tlovnt oy and 5 Theomp® ! (to ſell St. Pauls to them for a Sy- 
nagogue,if their purſes and deyotions could hayereachr to the pur- 
chaſe. And*this indeed if he had done only to reward that Na- 
tion which had given the firſt noble example of crucifying theic 
King, ic might have had ſome appearance of Graticude, bur he 
didir onely for love to their Mammon z and would have (old at- 
terwards for as much more St, Peters ( even at his own WWeftmein- 
fter ) to the Tarks for 2 Moſquito, Such was his extraordinary 
Piety to God, that he defired he might be worſhiped in all man- 
ners, excepting only that heatheniſh way of the Common-Prayer- 
Book, Bur what doe I ſpeak of his wicked inventions for vetting 
into when every peny that for almoſt five years he took e-_ 
very day from every mas living in England, Scotland, and Ireland, 
was as much robbery as if it had been taken by a Thief upon 
the High-ways: © Was it not ſo? or can any man think that 
Crownel with the affiftance of his Forces and Moſſe-Troopers , 
had more right to the command of all mens purſes, than he might 
haye had to any ones whom he had mer and been too ſtrong for 
upon a Road ? and yet when this camein the caſe of Mr, Coney, _ 
to be diſputed by a legal tryal,he ( which was the higheſt a&t of 
Tyranny rhat ever was ſeenin Zxgleng)) not only diſcouraged and 
threatned, bur violently impriſoned the Councel of the Plaintiff 
that is, he ſhur ap the Law itſelf cloſe Priſoner, that no man 
might have relief from, or acceſs to ir, And it oughe co be 
remembred, that this was done by thoſe men, who a few years 
before had ſo bitterly decried, and openly oppoſed the Kings re- 
gular and formal way of proceeding in the trial of a little Ship-mo- 
ney. Burt though we Joſt the benefir of our old Courts of Ju- 
Nice, it cannor be denied thar he ſetup new ones ; and ſuch they 
were, that as no virtuous Prince before would, ſo no ill one 
durſt ere, What, have we lived ſo many hundred years under 
ſycha form of Juſtice as has been able regularly ro puniſh allmen 
thar offendedagainft it, 'and 1s it fo deficient juſt now, thar we 
muſt ſeek out new ways how to proceed againſt offenders £ The 
reaſon which can only be given 1n nature for a neceſſity of this, 
is, Becauſe thoſe rhings are now made Crimes, which were ne- 
ver eſteemed ſo in former ages; and there muſt needs he a new 
Court ſet upto punniſh that, which all che old ones were bound ro 
protect and reward, But I am fo far from declaming ( as you call 
it) againſt theſe wickedneffes (which if T ſhould undertake todo, 
T ſhould never get tro the Peroration) that you ſee I only give 'a 
hint of ſome few, and paſs over the reſt as things that are too 
many to be numbred, and muſt only be weighed ingroſs, Let 
any man fhew me (for though I prerend not ro much reading, 
I will defie him in all Hiſtory) Ietany manſhew me (Ifay) an Ex- 
ample of any Narion in the World (though mach greater than 
ours) where there have in the ſpace of tour years been made ſo 
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many Priſoners onely out of the ;endleſs jealoufies of one 'Ty- 
rants guilty 'imagination, T'grant.you that Marivs:and;$yla, 
and the accurſed Triumvirate after:ithem , put;, more People to 
death, but the reaſon I think partly was , becguſe in thoſe;jrimes 
that had a mixture of ſome honour with their, madneſs, they 
thought it a more civil reyeng againſt a Romay toi take away 
his lite than to take away his Liberty, Bur truly in the pozne of 
murder too, we havelictle reaſon to think that our late Tyranny 
has been deficient to the examples that have ever been, ſer it 
in other Countreys; Our Judges and our Courts of Juſtice have 
not been idle; And to omit the- whole reign of our late King 
(till the begining of the: War Jin which no drop of blood. was 
ever drawn but trom two or three Ears , Ithink the longeſt time 
of our worſt Princes ſcarce ſaw many more Executions than; the 
ſhort one of our bleft Reformer, - And we ſaw, and ſmeltig.our 
open ſtreets, ( as I markt to you at firſt the broyling of humage 
bowels as a burnt Offering of a ſweet Savour to our Idol ;, bur. all 
murdering, and all. torturing (though after the ſubtileſt inveaci- 
on of his Prodeceflors of S:citie) is more Humane and more Sup-. 
portable, than his ſelling of Chriſtians, Engliſhmen, Gentelmen, 
his ſelling of chem { oh-monſtrous;! ,oh incredible !) to be ſlayes 
in Americe, If his whole life could be reproacht with no other 
" action, yet this alone would weigh down all the multiplicity of 
Crimes in any one of our Tyrants; and I dare only touch, withone 
ſtopping or infiſting upon ſo inſolent and ſo execrable a cruelty , 
for tear of falling into ſo violent ( though a juſt ) paſſion, as 
would make me exceed that temper and moderation which I 
reſolve to, obſerye in this Diſcourſe with you, Theſe are 
great calamiries ; but even theſe are not the moſt inſupportable 
that we have indured for fo it is, that the ſcorn and mockery and 
inſultings' of an Enemy are more painful than the deepeſt wounds 
of his ſerious fury, This Man was wanton and merry ( unwitti- 
ly and ungracefully merry) with our ſufferings z He loved to ſay 
and do ſenceleſs and fantaſtical things, onely to ſhew his power of 
doing or ſaying any thing. It would ill befit mine, or any civil 
Mouth, to repeat thoſe words which he ſpoke concerning the 
moſt ſacred of our Engliſh Laws, the Petition of Right , and 
Magna Charta, To day you ſhould ſee him ranting fo wildly, 
that no body durſt come near him, the morrow flinging of cuſhi- 
ons, and playing at Snow-balls with his Servants, This 
moneth he aſſembles a Parliament, and profefſes himſelf 
with humble tears to be onely their ſervant and their Miniſter ; 
the next moneth he ſwears by the Living God, that he will turn 
them ont of dores, and he does ſo,.in his princely way of threat- 
ning, bidding them, Furn the buckles of their girdles behind 
them. The repreſentative of a whole, nay of three whole Na- 
tions, was in his eſteem ſo contemptible a meeting, that he 
thought the affronting and expelling of them to be 2 thing of ſo 
little conſequence , as not to deſerve that he ſhould adviſe with 
any mortal man about ir, What ſhall we call thise Boldneſs, or 
Bruitiſkneſs ?

It would ill befit mine, or any civil 
Mouth, to repeat thoſe words which he ſpoke concerning the 
moſt ſacred of our Ex2l;ſh Laws, the Petition of Right , and 
Maena Charta, To day you ſhould ſee him ranting fo wildly, 
that no body durſt come near him, the morrow flinging of cuſhi- 
ons, and playing at Snow-balls with his Servants, This 
moneth he aſſembles a Parliament, and profefſes himſelf 
with humble tears to be onely their ſervant and their Miniſter ; 
the next moneth he ſwears by the Living God, that he will turn 
them ont of dores, and he does ſo,.in his princely way of threat- 
ning, bidding them, Furn the buckles of their girdles behind 
them. The repreſentative of a whole, nay of three whole Na- 
tions, was in his eſteem ſo contemptible a meeting, that he 
thought the affronting and expelling of them to be 2 thing of ſo 
little conſequence , as not to deſerve that he ſhould adviſe with 
any mortal man about it, What ſhall we call this? Boldneſs, or 
| Bruitiſhneſs ? 
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Bruitiſhneſs? Raſhneſs, or Phrenfie? there is no name can come 
- uptoit, and therefore we muſt leave it without one; Now a 
Parliament muſt be choſen in the new manner, :next time in the 
old form , bur all caſhiered till after the neweſt mode, Now he 
will govern by Major Generals, now by One Houſe, now by Ano- 
ther Houſe, now by No Houſe; now the freak rakes him, and 
he makes feventy Peers of the Land at one clap ( Zxtempore, 


and (t411s pede in uno) and-to manifeſt the abſoluce power of the . 


Potter, he chooſes not onely the worſt Cliy he could find, but 
picks up even the Durt and Mire , to forme out of it his Veſſels of 
Honor, It was ſaid antiently of Fortune , that when ſhe had a 
mind to be merry and divert her felt, ſhe was wont to raiſe up 
ſuch kind of people to the higheſt Dignities, This Son of for- 
tune, Cromwell ( who wasHiim(elf one of the primeſt of herieſts ) 
' found out the true haut-gouſt of this pleaſure, and rejoyced in 
the extravagance of his ways as thefulleſt demonſtration of his un- 
conroulable Soverainty, Good God ! What have we ſeen? 
and what have we ſuffer'd ? What do all theſe actions ſignifie £ 
W hat do they ſay aloud to the whole Nation, but this even as 
plainly as it it were proclaimed by Heralds through the ſtreets of 
Loydoy ) You ate Slaves and Fools, and fo Ile uſe you? - Theſe 
are briefly a part of thoſe merits wnich you lament to have want- 
ed the reward of more Kingdomes, and __ that if he had lj- 
ved longer he might have had themz Which I am fo far from 
concurring to, that [ beleive his ſeaſonable dying to have been 4 
oreater good fortune to him then all the vifories and proſperities 
of his Life, For he ſeemed evidently ( methinks) ts be near the 
end of his deceitftll Glories 53 his own Army grew at-laſt as wea- 


ry of him 3s the reſt of the People ; and I-never paſt oflate befote 


his Palace ( His, do I call it' # I ask God and the King pardon ): 
but 1 never paſt of late before Whitehall without reading upon 
the Gate of it, Mene, Mene, Tchel, Wpharſin: But it pleaſed God 
to take him from the ordinary ' Courts of'men, and: Furies of his 
Peers, to his own High Court of Juſtice, which beiag mare merci- 
full than Ours below, there's alittle room -yer left for: the hope 
of his friends, it he have any ; though' the outward unrepentance 
of his death affbrd*but ſmall materials for-the work'vf Chari- 
ty, eſpecially if he deſigned even then ro/Bntail his &Wwninjuſtice 
upon his Children, and by it inextricable' confuſions and Civil 
Wars upon the Nation, But here's at Jaſt'an end of him, And 
where's now the fruit of all chat blood and" calamity” which his

Here I ftopt; and my pretended ProteQor, who, I expected, 
ſhould have been very angry , fell a laughing ; it ſeems ar the 
ſimplicity of my diſcourſe, for thas hereplied : You feem to pre- 
tend extremely to the old obſolete rules of Virtue and Conſci- 
ence, which makes me'doubt 'very much whether from this vaſt 
proſpe& of three Kingdoms you can thow me any acres of your 
own, Bur theſe are ſofar from making you a Prince, that I am 
afraid your friends will never have the contentment to ſee you ſo 
much as a Juſtice of Peace in your own Countrey , For this I 
perceive which you call Virtue, is nothing elſe but either the frow- 
ardneſs of a Cynick, orthe lafineſs of an Epicurean, I am glad

wieh; many heads, Catelive who was fo proud thathe could nor 
content'himielfavith a le power than 552;'s , was yet fo humble 
for the attaining of it, as-to'make himſa the moſt concemptible 
of all fervants; to be publique Bawd, to provide whores , and 
ſomerhing-wotſe, -for all rhe y Gentelmen of Rome, whoſe 
hoelaſts ahd: courages, and heads he thought he might make 
uſe of, And fince1 happen here to propoſe Catel;xetor my in- 
Nance:( though there be thouſand of examples for the ſame 
thing ) give me lexve to tranſcribe the Character which Cicero 
ora. pro, Fives of this noble'Slave, becauſe it is a general deſcription of all 
A.Celio. Ambitious men, and which Aechiavi! perhaps wonld ſay ought 
to be the rule of their life-and a&ions. This man (fajes he, as 
moſt of you may well remember ) had many artificial touches 
and ſtroalres that look'd like the beauty of great Virtues , his 
mcimate 'converſation was with the worſt of men, and yer he 
feern'd to bean Admirer and Lover of the beſt , he was furniſh't 
with 'all the - ners of Laft and Luxury, and yer wanted not the 
Arms of Labour and Induſtry : neither do I beleive that there 
was ever any monſter in nature , compoſed our of ſo many diffe- 
reat and diſagreeing parts, Who more acceptable, ſomerimes, 
tothe moſt hogorable perſons * who more a fayourirg ro the moſt 
Infamous ? -who, ſometimes, appear'd a brayer Chanipion, who 
art other times, -» bolder enemy to his Country 4 who more dif- 
foluce in his pleaſures , who more patienc in his toiles 2 who mot 
rapacious in robbing, who- more profuſe in giving © Above all 
things, this wasremarkable and admirable in him , The arts he 
had to acquire the good opinion and kindneſs of all forts of men, 
ta: retein it with great complaiſance, ro communicate all things 
to them, watch and ferye all the occafions of their fortune, 
both with his money and his intereſt, and his induſtry ; and if need 
| were 
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were not by. ſticking at any wickedneſs whatſoever that might 
be uſeful ro them., ta bend” and turn'abour* his- own” Nature 
and laveer with every wind, to live ſeverely with the melancho- 
ly; merrily with the pleaſant, gravely with theaged; wanton- 
ly with the,young, defperately with the bold, and 'debauched- 
ly with the luxurious : with: this variety and multiplicity of his 
nature, as he had made a'collecion' of friendſhips with all the 
moſt wicked and reckleſs of all Nations, ſo by the artificial fimu- 
lation of ſome virtues, he made a ſhitt to enſnare ſome honeſt 
and eminent perſons into his familiarity z neither could ſo vaſt a 
defign as: the deſtruction of: this Empire have been undertaken by 
him; :if che; iminjanity-of ſo: many vices had not 'been coveted 
and/;diſguiſed by the appearances of 'fome excellent quali- 
+. ſee, methinks, the Character of an A»ti- Paul, who becamt 
all-things to all men, that he might deſtroy all; who only wan- 
ted the aſſiſtance of Fortune to have been as great as his Friend 
Ceſar. was 2little after him, And the wayes of Ceſar to com- 
paſs.the- ſame ends (I mean to che Civil War', which was but 
another manner of ſetting -his Country on Fire) were not unlike 
theſe, though he uſed afterward his unjuſt Dominion with more 
moderation than I think the: other would have done: Salsſt 
therefore who was well. acquainted with them both, 'and with 
many ſuch like Gentlemenof his time, ſayes, That it is the na- 
ture of Ambition (Ambitio multos mortates falſos fieri coegit, pc.) 
to make men Lyars and Cheaters, to hide the truth in their 
| breaft, and ſhow like juglers, another thing in their Mouths, to 
cut all friendſhips and enmities to the meaſure' of their own Iate- 
reſt 4 and to make a good Countenance without the help of good 
will. - And cantherebe freedom with this perpetual conſtraint ? 
What is it but a kind of Rack that forces men to ſay what they 
have no mind to e I have wondred at the extravagant and barba- 
xous ſtratagem of Zopirus, and more at the praiſes which I find 
of ſodeformed- an-aftion; who though he:was one of: the ſeven 
Grandees of Perſia, and che Son of. Megabiſes, who had freed be- 
fore his Country from an ignoble Servicnde, flit his own Noſe 
and Lips, cut off his owa Ears, ſcourged and wounded his whole 
body, that he might, under prerence of having been mangled 
ſo inhumanly by Darizs, be received into: Babylon (then befie- 
oed by the Perſians) and ger imo-the command of it by the' 
recommendation of ſo cruel a ſufferance, .and their hopes of his 
endeavouring to- revenge it, Ir is great pity the Babylonians 
ſuſpected not his  falſhood , that they might have cur off his 
hands too, and whipt him back again, Bur the defign ſucceed- 
ed, he betrayed the City, and was made Governor of it, What 
brutiſh Maſter ever puniſhed his offending Slave with ſo lictle mer- 
cy as Ambition did this Zepirzs ? and yet how many are there in 
all nations who imitate him 1n ſome degree for a leſs reward £ who 
though they indure not ſo much corporal pain for a ſmall pre- 
ferment or ſome honour (as a call it) yer ſtick not tocom- 
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£; mit. ations, by which they are more ſhamefully and more laft- 


ingly Rtigmatized * But you may ſay , Though theſe be the 

moſt ordinary and open wayes to greatneſs, yet there are narrow, 

thorney, and little trodden paths roo, through which ſome 

men fiad a paſſage by virtuons induſtry, I grant, ſometimes 
they may ; bur then that Induſtry muſt be ſuch, as cannot con- 

ſit with Liberty, though it may with Honefty, 

Thou 'rt careful, frugal, painful z we commend a Servant fo, 
but not a Friend, | 

Well then, we muſt acknowledge the toil.and drudgery which 
we are forced to endure inthis Aſcent, bur we are Epicures and 
Lords when once we are gotten up into the High Places. This is 
but a ſhort Apprentiſhip after which we are made free of a Roy- 
al Company. If we fall inlove with any beauteous women, we 
muſt be content that they would be our Miftreſſes whileſt we woo 
them, as ſoon as ye are wedded and enjoy, *tis we ſhall be the 
Maſters, 

I am willing to ſtick to this militade in the caſe of Greatneſs, 
weenter into the Bonds of it like thoſe of Matrimony ; we are 
bewiccht with the outward and painted Beaury, and rake it for 
better or worſe, before we know its true nature and interior In- 
conveniences, A great Fortune (ſayes Senecs) is 3 great ſervitude, 
But many are of that opinion which Zrstvs imputes (I hope 
untruly) eyen to that Patron of Liberty, his Friend Cice-o, We 
fear (ſaies he to Lon yp —— and Banithmenc, and Poverty, 
2 great deal roo much, Cicere, Iam afraid, thinks theſe to be 
the worſt of evils, and if he have bur ſome perſons, from whom 
he can obtain what he has a mind co, and others who will fatter 
and worſhip him, ſeems to be well enough contented with an ho- 
notable ſervitude, if any thing indeed ought to be called honora- 
rable, in ſo baſe and contumelious a condition, This was ſpoken as 
became che braveſt manwho was ever born in the braveſt Com- 
mon-wealth-: but with us generally, no condition paſſes for ſer- 
vitude,that is accompanied with great riches, and honors, and with 
the ſervice of many fnferiors, This is buc a deception of the 
fight through a falſe medium, For if a Groom ſerve a Gentleman 
in his Chamber, that Gentleman a Lord, and that Lord a Prince 
the Groom, the Gentleman, and the Lord, are as much ſervants 
one as the other : the circumſtantial difference of the one getting 
only his bread and wages, the ſecond a plentiful, and the third 
2 ſuperfluous eſtate, is no more intrinfical co this matter than 
the difference between a plain, a rich and gaudy Livery, I do 
not ſay, That he who ſels his whole*time, and his own will for 
one handred thoufand, is not a wiſer Merchant then who does 
it for one hundred pounds, bur I will ſwear they are both Mer- 
chants, and that he is happier than both, who can live content- 
edly without ſelling that eftate to which he was born, Bur this 
Dependance upon Superiors is but one chain of the Lovers of 
Power, Armatorum Trecente Perithoam cohibent catewa, Let's 


begin with him by break of day : For by that time he's beſieged 
| by 
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tivo or three hundred Suitors 5 and the Hall and Anticham- 
bers (all the Outworks )poſleſt by the Enemy as ſoon as his 
Chamber opens , they are ready to break into that, or to cor- 
rupt the Guards, for entrance, T his is ſo eſſential a part of Great- 
nels, that whoſoever is without it , looks like a Fallen Fayorite 
like a perſon diſgraced, and condemned to do what he pleaſe all 
the morning, There are ſome who rather then want this , are 
| contented to have their rooms fil'd up every day with murmuring 
and curing Creditors, and to charge bravely through a, Body of 
fem to ger their Coach, Now I would fain know which is 
e worft duty , that of any one particular perſon who waits to 
ſpeak with the Great man, or the Great mans , who-waits eyery 
'day to ſpeak withall the-company, Aliena negotia centum Per 
capt & circum ſaliunt latus, A hundred buſineſſes of other 
men {many unjuſt and moſt impertinent ) fly continually abour 
his Head and years, and ſtrike him in the Face like Dores z Let's 
| contemplate him a little at another ſpecial Scene of Glory, and 
that is, his Table, Here he ſeems to be the Lord of all Nature: 
ThE arth affords him her beſt Metals for his diſhes, her beſt Ve- 
th es and Animals for his food; the Air and Sea ſupply him 
with their choiceſt Birds and Fiſhes: and a great many men who 
look like Maſters, attend upon him, and yer when all chis is done, 
even all this is but Tabl'd Hoſte, * Fis crowded with people for 
 whome he cares not, with many Paraſites, and ſome Spies, .

. ry of Greatneſs: I ſhake but a few of their owtward Chains 
their Anger, Hatred, Jealoufie, Fear, Envy, Grief, andall thef 
Erccetera of their Paſſions, which are the ſecrer, bur conſtant Ty-> 

- rants and Torturers of cher life, I omit here, becanſe though they 
be ſympromes moſt __—_ and violent in this Diſeaſe; yer 
they are common too in ſonie degree to the Epidemicall Diſeaſe 
of Life it ſelf, Bur the Ambitious man, though he beſo ma- 
ny ways a Slave (0 7zoties ſervas !)yert he 'bears it bravely and 

 heroically ; he ſtrurs and looks big apon the Stage ; he thinks 
himſelf a real Prince in his Masking Habit , and deceives too all 
the fooliſh part of his SpeRarors : He's a ſlave in Satwryalibus, 
The Covetous Man is a down-right Servant ,'a Draught-Horſe 
without Bells or Feathers 5 4d Metalla demmnatws, a man condemn- 
ed to wotk in Mines, which is the loweſt and hardeft conditionof 
ſervitude; and, to increaſe his Miſery, a worker there for he 
knows not whom, He heaperch up Riches and knows not who 
ſhall enjoy them, *Tis onely ſure that he himſelf neither ſhall. nor 
can enjoy them, He's.an indigent needy flave, he will hardly 
Phorm. allow himſelf Cloaths, and Board-Wages 3 Uncitimwix demen- 
=_ I» fo de ſuo ſuum defrandans Genium comparcit miſer ; He defrauds 
'** Nnotonly other Men, but his own Gegius ; He cheats himſelffor 
Mony. Baur the ſervileand miſerable conditiqn of this wretch is 
ſo apparent, that leave it, as evident to every mans ſight, as 
well as judgement. Te feems a more difficult workto prove that 

the Voluptuous Man too is but a ſervant: What can be more - 
the life of a Freeman, or as we ſay ordinarily. of a Gentleman , 


thanto follow nothing but his own pleaſures £ Why, I'll cell n 
+ 3 © who 
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who is that true Freeman, and that true Gentleman; Not he 
who blindly follows all his pleaſures (rhe very name of Follow- 
er is ſervile) but he who rationally guides them, and is nor hin- 
dred by outward impediments in the conduct and enjoyment of 
them, If I want skill or force to reſtrain the Beaſt thac I ride up- 
on, though I bought Ir, and call ir my own, yer in the truch of 
the matter T am ar that cime racher his Man, then he my Hoſe. 
| The Voluptuous Men ({ whom we are fallen upon”) may be 
divided, 1 think, into the Luſtful and Luxotious, who are borh 
ſervants of the Belly; the other whom we ſpoke of before, rhe 
Ambitious and «the Coverons', were vu Se, Evil wilde 
Beaſts , theſe are Tas d2zah, flow bellies, ' as our Tranſla> 
tion renders it; but the word 'a-54? (which is a fantaſtical word, 
with two dire&ly oppoſite fignifications) will bear as well-the 
cranflation of Quick or Diligent Bellies, and borh Interpreta- 
tions may be applied to theſe men, Metrodorus ſaid , That he 
had learnt aandus rare! aaciteour, £0 BiVE his Belly jaſt chanks 
for all his pleaſures.

Unquam minus ſolus, quam cum ſolus, is now becoine a ye- 
N ry vulgar ſaying, Every Man and almoſt every Boy for 
theſe ſeventeen handred years, has had ir in his —— os it was 


at firft ſpoken by the Excellent Scipio, who was without queſtion: 


a moſt Eloquent and Witty perſon, as well as the moſt Wiſe, 
moſt Worthy, moſt Happy, and the Greateſt of all Mankind. 
His meaning no doubr was this, That he found more ſatisfaion 
to his mind, and more improvement of it by Salitude than by 
Company, and co ſhew that he ſpoke not this looſly or out of 
vanity, atcer he had made Rome Miſtreſs of almoſt the whole 
World, he retired himſelf from it by a voluntary exile, and at 
a private houſe in the middle of a wood near Ziarernum, paſſed 
the remainder of his Glorious life no leſs Gloriouſly, This Houſe 
Sencca went toſee ſolong after with great veneration, andamang 
other things deſcribes his Baths to have been of ſo mean a 
ſtructure, that now, ſayes he, the baſeft of the people would de- 
ſpiſe them, and cry our, poor Scipio naderfivodane how tolive: 
What an Authority is here fer the credit of Retreat? and happy 
had it been for Hevniba!, if Adverfity could have taught him as 
much wiſdom as waslearnt by Scipio from the higheſt proſperites. 
This would be no wonder if it wereas truly as it is coloprably and 
wittily ſaid by Monſieur de Montagne, That Ambicion ir ſelf 
might teach us to leve Solitude chere's nothing does ſo much 
hateto have Companions. *Tis true, it loves to have its Elbows 
free, it detefts to have Company on eirher fide, but ir delights 
aboye all things in a Train behind, I, and uthers too before ir, 
But the greateſt part of men are ſo far from the opinion of that 
noble Remay, thatif they chance at anytime to be without com- 
pany, they'r like a becalmed Ship, they never move but by the 
wind of other mens breath, and have no Oats of cheir own to 
Neer withal. It is very fantaſtical and contradiory in humane 
Nature, that Men ſhould love themſelves above all che reft of 
the world, and yet never endure to be with themiſeves. When 
they arein love witha Miſtreſs, all other perſons are importunate 
and burdenſome tothem, Tecum vivere amem, tecum obeam Lu+ 
bens, They would live and die with her alone.

The truth of the matter is, that acither he who is a Fop in the 
world, is a fit man to be alone; nor he who has ſet his heare 
much upon the world , though he have never ſo much under- 
ftanding ; ſo that Solitude can be well fitted and fer right, bur 
uporſa very few perſons, They muſt have enough knowledge 
of the World to ſee the vanity of ir, and enough Virtue co de- 
= all Vanity ; if the Mind be pofleſt with any Luſt or Pafſ- 

ons, a man had better be in a Faire, then ina wood alone. They 
may like petty Theives cheat us perhaps , and pick our pockets 
in the midſt of company, but like Robbers they uſe to ſtrip and 
bind, or murder us when they catch us alone, This is but to :c- 
treat from Men, and fall into the hands of Devils, *Tislike the 
punnifhment of parricides among the Rommavs, to be ſow'd into 2 
Bag withan Ape, a Dog, and aSerpent. The firſt work there- 
fore that a man muſt do to make himſelf capable of the good of 
Solitude, is, the very Eradication of all Luſts, for how 1s it po- 
ſible for a man to enjoy himſelf while his Aﬀections are tyed to 
things without Himſelf 2 In the ſecond place, he muſt learn the 
Aft and get the Habit of Thinking; for this too, noleſs than 
well ſpeaking , depends upon much practice, and Cogitation is 
the thing which diſtinguiſhes the Solitude of a God from a wild 
Beaſt Now becauſe the ſoule of Man is not by its own Nature or 
obſervation furniſht with ſufficient Materials to work upon; it is 
neceſſary for ir to have continual recourſe to Learning and Books 
for freſh ſupplies , ſo that the ſolitary Life will grow indigent, 
and be ready to ſtarve withour them ; but if once we be 
throughly engaged in the Love of Letters , inſtead of being wea- 
ried with the length of any day , we ſhall only complain of the

Solitude, which frequently occurr in almoſt all conditions(except 
the very meaneſt of the people, who have buſineſs enough in the 
neceſary proviſions for Life) it is truly a great ſhame both to his 
Parents and Himſelf, for a very ſmall portion of any Ingenious Art 
will ſtop up all thoſe gaps of our Time, either Muſique, or Paint-

tices in Agriculture, as in other Trades, bur ſach who are ſo

he could ha' done no more for Menelaxs or Agamemnen, And The- 
deritus ( a very ancient Poet, but he was oneof our cwn Tribe, 
for he wrote nothing but Paſtorals) gave the ſame Epithete to 
an Husbandman Eero A; eygorrc, The Divine Husbandman 
replyed to Hercnles, who was but 435 Himſelf, Theſe were Ci- 
vil Greeks and who underſtond the Dignity of our Calling ! a- 
mong the Romans we have in the firſt place, our truly Divine 
Virgil, who, though by the favour of Mec2nxs and Anguftes, 
he might have been one of the chief rhen of Rome, yet choſe oh
